WARSAW IP—The official Com­ 
munist Party newspaper Trybuna 
Ludu reaffirm ed 
Poland’s close 
ties to Russia today and said it 
would be “ naive” to think the na 
tion’s “ new freedom ” would swing 
its policies toward the West, 
The 
newspaper 
told President 
Eisenhower the new freedom did 
not give the United States the right 
to interfere in 
Poland’s internal 
affairs and warned West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer not 
to “ meddle in the development of 
our freedom .” 
The editorial was printed only 
hours after Poland’s defiance of 
the Kremlin in purging Defense 
M inister 
Konstantin 
Rokossovsky 
from the all-powerful Communist 
Politburo touched off a nationwide 
wave of celebrations. 
The same newspaper Sunday told 
Russia 
that anti-Soviet elements 
“ were and still are now” in Po­ 
land. 
“ President Eisenhower made a 
declaration of which the sense is 
that he would ’help in the fight 
which the Poles are m aking’,” T ry­ 
buna Luda said today. 
“ We understand very well the 
Am erican situation before the elec­ 
tion* hut we must emphasize that 
Poles do not vote in the American 
•lection and therefore Poles do not 
need to be included in the Am eri­ 
can electoral campaign. 
“ We must also say that the post 
of the chief executive of a great 
•tate does not give to President 
Eisenhow er the right to interefere 
in the internal affairs of sm aller 
countries . . 
It was the first mention in this 
country of Mr. Eisenhow er’s re ­ 
m arks in Denver, Colo , Saturday 
that

Trybuna Ludu said, “ if anybody 
naive thinks that the changes in 
Poland are a sign of a new orien­ 
tation in our foreign policy, then 
he is making a great mistake The 
basis of our policies was and is 
friendship with the Soviet Union.”

Bulganin's renewed appeal that the

nations ban future H-bomfc 
tests. 


Stevenson himself has called for

made Mr. 
Eisenhower’s 
opposition 
to it 
a 
m ajor 
issue in the presidential 
cam paign. 


The 
President 
Sunday bluntly 
and angrily accused Bulganin of 
“ interference” in U. S. dom estic 
affairs 
and of seeming “to 1»- 
pugn my own sincerity.” 


Uses Sharp Words 


He did so in answering Bulgan­ 
in’s letter of last Friday which, 
in effect, endorsed Stevenson's po­ 
sition. Bulganin had noted In his 
letter that “certain prominent fut­ 
ures in the United States” wert 
also calling for a halt to H-bomb 
tests.

Students Must 
Apply for Draft 
Tests by Od. 3D 


Amos J. Doom, chairman of Sa­ 
line County Local Board No. 193 
at Harrisburg, today reminded stu­ 
dents that application blanks for 
the Nov. 15, Selective Service Col­ 
lege Qualification Test must be 
postmarked not later than midnight 
Tuesday, Oct. 30. 
He urged students whose aca­ 
demic year ends in January to take 
the November 15 test so they will 
have a test score on file at their 
local boards before the end of their 
academic year, at which time their 
boards reopen and reconsider their 
cases to determine whether they 
should be again deferred as stu 
dents. 
A student may obtain an appl! 
cation from any selective service 
local board. 
“It is not necessary 
to obtain the application from the 
student’s own local board,” Mr. 
Doom said. 
Students will mail applications 
for the Nov. 15 test to Science Re­ 
search Associates, Chicago, 111., in 
preaddressed envelopes which will 
be given to registrants by local 
boards. 
Bulletins of Information 
concerning the test are also avail­ 
able at the local boards. 
To be eligible to apply for the 
Selective Service Test the student 
must: 
(I) intend to request de­ 
ferment as a student; 
(2) be sat­ 
isfactorily pursuing a full - time 
course of instruction in college; 
and (3) must not previously have 
taken the qualification test. 
The present criteria for defer­ 
ment as an undergraduate student 
are eitheV a satisfactory score (70) 
| bn the qualification test or speci­ 
fied rank among the male members 
of the class (upper half of fresh­ 
man class, upper two thirds of 
sophomore class,* or upper three 
fourths of junior class). 
Students accepted for admission 
to a graduate school after January 
I, 1955, satisfy the criteria if they 
ranked among the upper one quar­ 
ter of the male members of their 
senior class or made a score of 80 
or better on the test. Student de­ 
ferments are granted at the discre­ 
tion of the boards, using the cri­ 
teria as guides. 
A student deferment is not an 
exemption, Mr. Doom explained, 
and in no way cancels a registrant’s 
military obligation. 
As a matter 
of fact, a deferment automatically 
extends his age of liability to 35.

of desperate survivors, 
numb with shock, cold, and ter­ 
ror.
